The board ruled that all stu d ­ 
ents must be in attendance this 
year for a minim um of 170 actual 
school days if they expect to re ­ 
ceive full credit, diplomas, and 
other privileges accorded for reg ­ 
ular attendance and class activity 
in high school. The rule, inapplic­ 
able in cases of absence due to 
illness or other excused absences, 
w ill not perm it seniors to absent 
them selves from school the last 
week of the school year as trad i­ 
tion has perm itted them to do in 
the past. The rule was adopted in 
the interest of promoting scholar­ 
ship and for the purpose of more 
faithfully 
conforming 
to 
State 
laws on school attendance, also 
because of w ar demands for the 
j conservation of time. 


FIX ELIGIBILITY 


To be eligible in the future to 
hold office on the Student C oun­ 
cil and to hold class offices, stu d­ 
ents m ust have “C" grades in all 
subjects. A thletes m ust do pass­ 
ing work in three subjects, ex­ 
clusive of physical education, to 
be eligible hereafter to represent 
the school in interscholastic con­ 
tests.

Navy Will Accept 
17-Year-Olds Who 
Have H. S. Diploma 


Senior classmen who have at­ 
tained the age of seventeen are 
now eligible to apply for Naval 
Aviation flight training. 
This information was received 
by Dr. E. E. Oertel from Lieut. 
Comdr. F. A. Brossey, officer in 
charge of Naval Aviation Cadet 
Selection Board, 306 West 3rd 
street, Los Angeles, Calif. 
Until recently men eighteen 
years of age or older could ap­ 
ply for this branch of the service, 
but due to the new ruling, only 
seventeen year old men are per­ 
m itted to enlist. These m en must 
be graduating from high school 
by June 30, 1943. 
Any person taking advantage 
of this opportunity will not be 
called for training until the com­ 
pletion of his school training at 
graduation or until he has be­ 
come eighteen. Such person will 
be enlisted as an apprentice Sea­ 
m an in Class V-5. 
Persons applying must be phy­ 
sically and m entally sound and 
have a sincere desire to become 
naval aviators. 
Seniors who m eet this require­ 
m ent must have a letter of recom­ 
mendation from the adm inistra­ 
tive head of their school before 
reporting to the Selection Board 
for an interview with an avia­ 
tion officer.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY? 


Juvenile delinquency! 
Crime! 
That’s about all one can read in 
the newspapers outside of the 
ever present war news. The ques­ 
tion might be posed, which is 
worse? 
Delinquencies have increased 
700 percent in 1942, compared 
with the number of cases in 1941. 
This includes everything from 
crime tj> running away. 
Authorities of juvenile cases 
are being taxed to their utmost 
resourcefulness in cities all over 
the country. 
John T. Hamilton, officer in 
charge of the missing juvenile 
bureau of the Juvenile Control 
Division of the police department 
in Los Angeles disclosed 
that 
1209 boys and girls were report­ 
ed missing, alone, in January. 
A majority of these cases jof 
delinquency would not have oc­ 
curred if there had been proper 
recreational facilities for these 
young people. 
Articles on recreation are ap­ 
pearing in newspapers all over 
the country, but few of them 
are like the ones appearing local­ 
ly. Most of them are not trying 
to GET recreation, but merely 
state what recreation has done to 
better community life. 
Mrs. Fahy Johnson of San 
Diego, state president of Junior 
clubs, told her followers recent­ 
ly, “A building in the center of 
the smaller towns will do away 
with transportation problems and 
arrangements should include mu­ 
sic for dancing, plenty of games 
and other things young people 
crave for amusement.” 
Every day one may read such 
articles, and it is gratifying to 
note that many communities are 
taking progressive steps in the 
direction of acquiring adequate 
recreational facilities. 
Palm Springs is one of the 
nicest cities there is, because it 
has everything every other city 
wants, except a recreation cen­ 
ter. It has few, if any, cases of 
delinquency. Surely it wants to 
keep that record, and a recrea­ 
tion center would be the wisest 
and surest way of protecting the 
youth of Palm Springs from— 
w e l l , 
remember, 
delinquency 
cases have risen 700 percent.—

Member of Rickenbacker Party Relates 


Great Work of Red Cross in the Field 


BY LIEUT. JAMES C. WHITTAKER 


(Co-pilot for Rickenbacker in Epic of Pacific. This story of his 
treatment in a hospital on South Pacific Isle is reprinted from Bur- 
lingham Advance of San Mateo, California.) 


The first person w e saw w hen$ 
w e reached the base was Red 
Cross Field D irector John Dutton. 
H e came down to m eet the plane 
along with the G eneral in com­ 
m and of the island. He walked 
rig h t up to us and said, “Boys, 
w hat do you need?” 


W e needed plenty — from the 
inside out. W hat w e had inside us 
w as a big worry about our fam ­ 
ilies 
back home and 
w hether 
they knew we w ere safe. After 
John Dutton had put us under 
the care of a doctor a t the base 
hospital, the first thing he did 
w as to arrange personal cables 
for every m an to send to his 
fam ily through the Red Cross. 


HEARS FROM WIFE 


The happiest day of m y life 
w as four days later, w hen I lay 
in that hospital bed and John 
D utton handed m e the cable my 
w ife had sent m e through the 
S an Mateo county chapter Red 
Cross. 


John D utton m ade a list of our 
needs, and w ent out and scoured 
th e island for us. W hen he re­ 
turned to the hospital he had 
enough clothes w ith him to start 
a sm all store. H ere is a list of 
w hat he brought each of us— 
b rand new. Three suits of m arine 
cottons, three pairs of shoes, one 
h alf dozen pairs of socks, four 
suits of underw ear, a sun helm et, 
a p a ir of sun glasses, shaving im­ 
plem ents, toothbrush, toothpaste, 
a comb, chewing gum, two candy 
bars and some peanuts. 


ANTICIPATE WANTS 


I t’s a funny thing about pea­ 
nuts. While we w ere w aiting for 
him to return one of the boys 
said: “I’d give m y shirt right now 
for a bag of peanuts.” It was a 
rash offer to m ake, considering 
the fact that all he had to his 
nam e at the tim e was a p air of 
pants, but just after he said it, 
the door opened and in w alked 
D utton carrying a paper bag. He 
said: “I thought you boys might 
like some peanuts— ” 


It w as just as if h e had read our 
m inds, and that is the w ay the 
Red Cross did everything for us 
during the 
17 days we w ere 
there. All we had to do was think 
o f, som ething, and it would be 
supplied to us. 


TURN ON CHEER 


T he 
Red 
Cross 
loaned 
us 
m oney, as m uch of it as we need­ 
ed. A nd after rounding out the 
job 
of complete 
rehabilitation, 
they turned on lots of good cheer 
for us, and m ade our 17 days at 
the hospital one of the pleasant­ 
est visits w e had ever had, any­ 
w here. 


A Red Cross w orker asked me 
recently if I had any suggestions 
to offer on the w ay the field di­ 
rector’s w ork was being carried 
on overseas. I have two. One is— 
get m ore of them : m ore men like 
John Dutton. He is a real hero. 
He is the most beloved and over­ 
w orked man in th e South Seas. 
He covers about 100 miles of te r­ 
ritory 
alone, 
and 
th at m eans 
w hen things get busy — w hich

THE DESERT PALM 
Washingionia Filifera 


The M u s e u m has received 
many requests for information 
about our native palm, and we 
teel that we can do no better 
than reprint this excellent art­ 
icle, 
first published 
in 
the 
Desert Sun on Dec. 13, 1940. It 
was 
written 
by 
Mr. 
Lloyd 
Mason Smith, then director of 
the Museum, a few months be­ 
fore he entered the armed ser­ 
vice. We are greatly indebted 
to him for this article and per­ 
mission to use it again. 
* * * 
When one thinks of the tropics, 
he 
invariably 
associates 
that 
dreamy area with palm trees, 
either the coconut or date palms. 
But when he thinks of the desert, 
he does not immediately vision 
the palm. Yet this plant is char­ 
acteristic of the Colorado Desert, 
giving that area its colorful name 
—"The Desert of the Palms.” 


Our native palm occurs not 
only in California, but also in 
southwestern Arizona and in Old 
Mexico. According to geological 
evidence, 
it 
did 
not 
migrate 
northward into our deserts from 
Mexico, as might be suspected, 
but rather, along with the red­ 
wood, it travelled from the north 
southward. 


COMES FROM ASIA 


That is, our desert palm, hun­ 
dreds of thousands of years ago, 
was once flourishing in Asia, and 
gradually it spread across Si­ 
beria into Alaska and slowly 
down the coast into the desert 
regions and as far as Mexico. Cli­ 
matic changes since that time 
have brought about the extermin­ 
ation of the palm in all of the 
northern areas, and today it per­ 
sists only in our desert canyons. 
The northernmost native station 
now is Twenty-nine Palms, and 
the westernmost is Whitewater 
Canyon in the San Gorgonio Pass. 
It persists in most of the canyons 
of the mountains bordering the 
Coachella and Imperial Valleys, 
wherever there is s u f f i c i e n t 
water. In some places, as in Palm 
Canyon and Thousand Palms, it 
forms veritablet jungles of palms, 
like fragments of ancient land­ 
scapes. 
This palm, also called Califor­ 
nia Fan Palm or Washington 
Palm, is the largest of our native 
American palms, and takes read­ 
ily to cultivation. It has become 
a favorite tree along streets and 
in gardens throughout Southern 
California and north to San Fran­ 
cisco. Introduced into southern 
Europe, North Africa, and Ha­ 
waii, it has proven quite popular. 
The 
generic 
name 
“Washing- 
tonia” was given it in honor of 
George Washington, and the spe­ 
cies name “Filifera” is Latin for 
“Thread-bearing,” 
referring 
to 
the stringy edges of the fan-shap­ 
ed leaves. Seedling plants are 
unusually tolerant of much shade, 
and have narrow linear leaves, 
but these later unfold like an ac­ 
cordion into true fans. The mid­ 
rib of each leaf is armed on both 
edges with a series of very sharp, 
recurved claws and this makes 
them dangerous to handle care­ 
lessly. The leaves when aged 
turn down and lie flat against 
the trunk, forming a thick gray- 
brown 
thatch. 
This 
thatching 
gives a skirt effect to the palms, 
and for this reason they are 
known as the “Hula • Palm” in 
Hawaii. 


AKIN TO LILIES 


Palms, along w ith the lilies and 
yuccas, belong to that group of 
plants called monocotyledons in 
which there are no annular rings 
of growth in the wood. This 
makes the estimation of age very 
difficult, and rate of growth gives 
the only clue. Trees over three 
hundred years old are probably 
not uncommon. Desert palms are 
hardy plants, and though fire 
may quickly and greedily des­ 
troy their skirts, they will leaf 
out again on top and soon show 
a crown of fine growth. Few 
insects seem to molest them while 
they live, but two, a beetle and 
a bee, do attack the trunks once 
they are dead. The beetle, called 
the Palm Beetle, is a large black 
insect 
almost 
two 
inches 
in 
length. It lays its eggs in the 
woody tissue and the larvae feed 
on the interior wood for many 
months until they become mature 
and 
pupate. 
Later 
the 
adult 
beetles gnaw their way out, leav­ 
ing large holes, half an inch in 
diameter, scattered over the fal­ 
len t r u n k . 
Occasionally this 
beetle has been known to attack 
living trees. The bee, the size and 
appearance of a large metallic 
black bumblebee, is called the 
Palm Cutter. It gnaws long tun­ 
nels the size of one’s little finger

We hear Chet Mero has moved 
up the Atlantic coast from Vii*- 


up into the dead midribs. These 
tunnels have several small cells 
branching from them, and in 
these cells honey is provisioned 
and an egg laid. The larva which 
hatches consumes the honey, pu­ 
pates, and crawls out, ready to 
repeat the whole process. 
The fruit of the desert palm 
develops from very small white 
flowers. These ripen into long 
drooping clusters of black berries, 
each containing a single, black, 
hard-shelled seed. The sweetish 
pulpy covering of these seeds is 
prized as food not only by the 
Cahuilla Indians, but also by 
many birds, such as the bluebird, 
linnet, Gambel Sparrow, English 
SpaiTow, and red-shafted flicker. 
The seeds t h e m s e l v e s were 
ground into a meal by the Indians 
and used as flour. 


HOME FOR BIRDS 


Many birds, especially the Ari­ 
zona hooded and Scott orioles 
and the little canyon wren nest 
in the palms. Liilte tree frogs, or 
Hylas, dwell in them, and desert 
quail often roost for the night in 
the 
depths of 
their thatches. 
Wood-rats construct their nests 
up under the “skirts” and white­ 
footed mice dig burrows around 
their bases. 
Palms have small pencil-sized 
roots usually not more than four 
feet in length, but there are 
thousands 
of 
them 
extending 
from the enlarged bulbous base 
of each palm. Because of the mul­ 
titude of these tenacious roots, it 
takes a severe wind to uproot a 
palm 
despite 
its 
slenderness, 
length, and great weight. There 
are no need for long tap-roots to 
reach great depths for moisture 
as in the mesquite, since the palm 
is found only where the water is 
very near the surface. As some­ 
one has said, It “likes to have its 
feet in the w ater and its head in 
the sun.” However, the water 
does not have to be sweet; in 
fact, this palm prefers rather al­ 
kaline waters and thrives best in 
that element. 
The trunks, covered with flaky 
deep-gray bark, are remarkably 
straight and do not taper notice­ 
ably. A palm standing over sixty 
feet high may have a base two 
feet in diameter and a crown a 
foot and a half across. The wood 
itself is very fibrous and of little 
use commercially except in curio- 
making. 
If one wishes to see the desert 
palm as it has béen growing for 
thousands of years, let him wan­ 
der up the little-travelled can­ 
yons around Palm Springs, and 
let him experience the utter 
suiprise, joy, and thrill of round­ 
ing an arid, desolate, canyon 
wall to come full upon a small 
group of these native palms, hid­ 
den and isolated in some tiny 
niche, just awaiting discovery. If 
he wants to feel the awe and 
mystery they can inspire, let him 
take refuge among them during a 
severe windstorm or let him 
camp among them on a moonlit 
night.

SHELTERS FILLED

days as result of the Nazi attack.
